But it really is not so simple. 
As the pact now' stands, or at least as it is oper.itmg 
at present, Stalin is in the saddle. 
Russia is getting what she wants, and is strong 
enough to keep what she gets Sin* is Ilia mg bet own wav 
in Poland, in Jugoslavia, in Finland, and in virtually all 
other Fastern F.uropean countries. 
I he fact that tile Yalta pact gave lip-service to the 
Atlantic ( hurter does not mean that the Four Freedoms 
are being set up in these first reconquered countries to be 
dealt with under the peace plan. 
Russia is building just what President Roosevelt 
promised would not happen under the C rimea agieement 
*t “sphere of influence. 
And ac e ording to present trends it will Im the biggest, I 
strongest, richest and most tint kly settled sin i. -pi. e re of 
influente in tin* world. 
Regardless of what either ( hurt hill or Roosevelt may 
say in trying to save face and salvage something from tin 
threatened wreckage of the promised “ just pea* e, 
what 
is happening is not what either of them hoped to see*. 
As nearly as can be determined from their statements 
and their policies, ( hun hill and Roosevelt have* i Ie *s 
which not only differ from those of Stalin, but differ 
each other. 
Stalin visualizes

alban*, el of a large and closely knit empire run by Russia. 
Roosevelt s concept appears to be what

example, committed herself to share her own slim food 
reserves with I ranee. 
American reaction was prompt and vigorous. Only 
a few days ago it was announced that our food shipments 
to England will Im* sharply reduced. 
Meanwhile, we have made our own commitments. 
These were* mainly through lend-lease— at least, those of 
which announcem ent lias been made. 
After trying a bluff which didn t work, W ashington 
allotted France more than two and a half billion dollars 
worth of food, ships, railway equipment, industrial m a­ 
chinery and the like. Statements from various W ashing­ 
ton officials that this is not for post-war use are perfectly 
silly. The official announcem ent of the loan made per­ 
fectly d e a r that m uch of it is for post-war reconstruction, 
and intentionally so. 
De Gaulle thus far has made no com mitments that 
appear on the surface, 
I Ie is taking full advantage of the situation. 
Almost daily there appear stories telling of the rapid 
growth of the French army, of the French air force, of the 
French navy. I Ie is rushing plans to rebuild 
the dagger 
of D akar’ into a sort of French Gibraltar dominating the 
Atlantic Ocean opposite South America. 
American papers are full of references to “starving 
I rent h c hildren ’— stories made a trifle doubtful by th** 
healthy appearance of so many of these youngsters as seen 
on tin* movie screens.
